The Mitat-al-Hind for August 8 on * 3rd Sep- 
5 tember) vindicates the policy that has 
hitherto been followed by the Govern- 
ment in regard to Afghanistan and makes the following pro- 
posals for the consideration of the Government :—(1) The 
Government should place a strong army on the frontier, so 
that neither Aiyab Khan nor the Amir Abdul Rahman Khan 
may have the courage to do anything against its wishes. (2) 
The Amir should be induced to make over Southern Afghan- 
istan tg Aiyub Khan. (3) If the Amir does not agree to 
this, Yakub Khan should be released and replaced on the 
throne. (4) If neither of these schemes is feasible, the 
Government should quietly wait and watch the course of 
events. No more money should be given to the Amir. We 
have already given him a large amount of money. But in- 
stead of spending it on equipping his army, he has sent it to 
Turkestan. Moreover, it is notorious that Russian messengers 
have frequently visited him since his accession to the throne. 
It would be much better to reinstate Yakub Khan, who has not 
been proved guilty of instigating the massacre of our Kabul 
embassy, Ww ho i is an inveterate enemy of the Russians, and j

Turkey is no doubt due to her ill-luck, 

but we are surprised at the conduct of the civilized and 

Christian nations of Europe, to whom she is an eye-sore and 

who are leaving no stone unturned to accomplish her ruin. 

It is ramoured that the hostile attitude of the European 

powers has convinced the Sultan and Ghazi Osman Pasha 

that thev have determined to destroy what still remains of 
the prestige and power of Islam. Accordingly the Ghazi 

has proposed that the Sultan sliould issue a proclamation 

asking the whole Muhammadan world to prepare for 
a religious war against the unbelievers. We do not 
approve of his proposal, but we only mean to say that the case 
of Turkey clearly shows that those who have no faith in the 
doctrine of predestination are mistaken. There is no doubt 
that the Tarks, who were once the terror of all Europe, have 
become idle and luxurious, and have thus lost their influence 
and prestige. But it is a matter of regret and wonder that 
the European powers, which plume themselves on their justice, 
Civilization, and religion, far from sympathizing with Turkey 
and assisting her in improving her condition, are hovering 
over her like so many hungry vultires. The English power, 
which abandoned Afghanistan and the Transvaal. after 
having conquered these countries at a great. cost, simply 
because annexation would be unjust, is foremost in endeav- 
ouring to bring about the destruction of the Turkish empire. 
Is this not due to the ill-luek of Turkey? France, which 
only the other day offered her support to the Porte in 
resisting the extravagant demands of Gréece, has seized 
Tunis and is also thinking of seizing Egypt. Is this not 
due to the ill-luck of Turkey? Ger 
so friendly to the Porte, has brought pressure to bear apon 
it to cede Dulcigno to Montenegro and to allow Austria to 
connect her railroad with the Turkish railroad, apparently 
in order that Austria may have ache to the gean, and 
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that she may be able to send speedily any number of ber 
troops into the heart of Turkey in an emergency. Is this not 


Every sensible man who has 
even no connection with the Tarks will be grieved to hear of 


these things. Then what must be the grief of the Turks, who 
have to bear them.

that some of the Hindus were sentenced to imprisonment by 
the late Magistrate of Mirzapur, and the cow was made over 
to the Musalman to whom it belonged on condition that he 
would not kill it. As a man can, according to the law, do 
what he likes with a thing which belongs to him, the new 
Magistrate has lately granted the Musalman permission to kill 
the cow and has given the Hindus notice to appeal against his 
order within six weeks if they like. Curses on this decision! 
The Magistrate paid no attention to the fact that the slaughter . 
of the cow would hurt the feelings of the whole Hindu com- 
munity. The Hindus have appealed to the High Court, but 
they should expect nothing from it. It will only act upon 
the letter of the law, as the Magistrate has done. We know 
what judgment it passed in Munshi Indarman’s case.

1 | ment of rent, Allahabad. largely instituted this year in the 
Allahabad district, especially in those estates which are under 
the management of the Court of Wards or of contractors. The 
contractors only care to increase their income as much as 
possible. The contractors and the zamindars oppress the 
cultivators in a variety of ways. Cultivators who have not 
good land in their possession are forced to cultivate it even 
against their will. As soon as the zamindar sees that a cul- 
tivator has improved the land, he enhances the rent, or if the 
cultivator has been in possession for ten or eleven years, he 
evicts him in order to prevent him from completing twelve 
years. The condition of the cultivators, who are unjustly 
evicted in this way after they have been in possession of the 
nN land for ten or eleven years and have vested all their capital 
in it, may be better imagined than described. ‘The Muham- 
madan zamindars are more cruel than the Hindus. Their 
servants and relatives also much oppress the cultivators. 
The village chaukidars do the private work of the zamindars 
and have thus great influence over the latter. They cut crops 
from the fields of cultivators for their own use, and if the 
latter make any objection, they threaten to take them to the 
zamindar and beat. them in his presence. Moreover, they. 
are generally Pasis and frequently commit thefts. —

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Tho Oudh Akhbér of the 2nd September, referring to the 
Mirzapur cow. case, remarks that the 
Hindus are dissatisfied with the judg- 
ment of the High Court. The High Court should have 
endeavoured to induce both the Hindus and Musalmans to 
settle the matter amicably. In religious disputes courts 
should purposely defer the trial in order that the enthusiasm 
of both the parties to the suit may be allayed by time 
and they may see fit to come to terms. The Oudh Akhbér 
urges upon the Hindus and Musalmans the importance of 
living on good terms with each other and advises. them to 
always settle their quarrels in a friendly manner. The Musal- 
mans are not bound by their religion to kill cows. If they 
refrain from the slaughter of kine, the Hindus will be very 
thankful to them.
